Your webpages were particularly interesting to me since my own PRO-310 has 
developed a slight slippage on the main tuning dial. This is a fairly 
recent development, and I don't notice any wobble in either of the tuning 
knobs, so I think my radio probably doesn't have quite the wear in the 
mechanism as yours. I'll know once I tear into it. 


Pse post on the reflector any info you garner regarding custom dial cords. 
The PRO-310 is such an unusual radio that I doubt many of them are still 
around. However, anybody who owns one would be well-advised to pick up a 
spare dial cord. 


Re the decomposed rubber material on the pulley: would some of the liquid

> all emit a blue glow under load. 


This if a very frequently misunderstood subject. There are three types of 
visible "glow" emitted by *vacuum*x tubes. One is due to a faulty tube that 
has become gassy either due to envelope leakage or by gas reintroduced by 
boiling gas out of elements and from getter deposition when a tube is 
greatly overstressed. Such a tube exhibits a weak blue glow in between the 
plate and cathode and when highly gassy a bright pinkish-blue glow. It is 
sick and needs to be replaced. The other two types of glow are due to 
fluorescence of materials, one being from the coating on the inner plate 
surface of some tubes, such as the 7591A, and the other from lead compounds 
in the glass envelope. The glass fluorescence is caused by x-rays generated 
by the electron bombardment of tube elements. Not to worry, the x-rays are 
soft and are absorbed by the glass. The amount of fluorescent compounds in 
tube envelope glass varies greatly, from tubes that produce no glow to those 
that produce a deep blue glow in the glass when plate current is high.

Great web site, very valuable information. 


I would note that you may be able to solve the dial string problem by 
substituting endless ("o-ring") urethane belts. They are made in a number 
of different diameters and many lengths as well. They are a little 
stretchy and a little sticky, which is good. They will probably not care 
much about the rock solid rubber tire. The best part is that they are 
cheap and available from McMaster-Carr (www.mcmaster.com), just look up 
urethane belts and go to the catalog page. There are several listings, 
leaf back and forth a few pages. You may want to get a few different 
lengths when you order, the shipping generally costs more than the 

belts. I have had very good experience with these as substitutes for belts 
in a movie projector and a Brush Sound Mirror.
